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As painting commences this year, please remember to include configuration B threshold
markings. The deadline for these markings is January 1, 2008. The new runway threshold
markings are outlined in Advisory Circular 150/5340-1J, Section 9 (d), Standards for Airport
Markings. Configuration B conforms to the International Civil Aviation Organization (ICAO)
standards contained in Annex 14.

To limit the direct expense to airport operators, updated configuration B threshold markings
may be installed during any runway rehabilitation or construction project, especially those
requiring some type of painting project.
